‘I'he president bas sent identical let
ters to each of the eight members of
the commission, which 18 headed by
Paul Morton, a former secretary of
the navy, the other wembers belng
Justice Moody, Judge A. G. Dayton,
Rear Admirals 8.

Evans and William 8. Cowles.
